Parsengars of the Normaania Not Allowed
to Land in the New Refuge.

BABYLONIANS FRENZIZD BY A BABY FEAR

Alleged Men of Isllp Refuse 8 Refuge to
Thelr Coantrymen apd Coontrywonien
and Wonld Forace Them Back to the
Floatlng Peat Houue,

Quanaxring, 8 I, Sopt. 12.—This day
will probably be looxed on in future years
as ono of the worst reproaches on Atwerican
civillzation that nas ever ocearred iu Ameri-
can uistory. Bederal government ol one
side, state government on the other, both
unxious to be the rescuing party, aoo in
front the locul authoritles aud private people
foraung the victims ovack from their haven
of refuge.,

The Normannis’s cabln passepgers, who
had vown for eight days confined Lo a cholora-
siricken ship, were prested on Saturday
with the long hoped for relicf in the shape of
the Stonington, to which vessel they
wore transterred that eveniug. or the
first nlght for days thoy slept In
peace  and  satisfaction, On  Monday
they were to go to lice island, which, through
tiovernor Flower bad beon secured with ull
fis hovses and the Surf hotel for the accom-
modation of tho first und second enbin pas-
soncers, On Saturday they slept oa the
Stonington, but in the morning It was dis-
covered she had no meuns for cooking, was
too deep in draught 10 cross the bur, and, ue-
cording to stntements made, oo unsea-
wurlthy (o von' ure so far lu the open ocoun.
Theiron stenmboat, Capheus, was then hirod
and the first and second class eabin passen-

gors started for the promised jand, The
weather was rough and many were seasivi

After a voyage of about thirty-six miles
the enptaln  weskousd andg  snld  he
wins  afroid o take the Cepheus
over the bar without a pliot, In

consequence of this the lron steambont
sturtod pack to the Horseshoe bond and the
first closs passongers werd onee morn pat on
bonrd the rickety old Stoningion tiner. The
second cabin pussengers were Kopt on beard
the Cephous without a bed or even o pitlow
on which to Iny their hesd. They wera
sirewn about the settees aud carpetod decks
ol the stoamer,

Early this morning the captain of tho
Ceobeus discovered that he reguired conl
and water and conla pot et to ire lsland
without them. He ealnily steamed up to the
quarantine jetty and maae fast wlongside nnd
sent word shortly ntter 4 to wagke the heaith
offcer up. Alter a burried conferaties with
Dr. Furgusen and Mr, Wall, De. Jeukins
dovided to water and coal Ler at his own
doek., This wus aone and at ntout 10 o'clock
the Ceopheus once more atarted down the bay
to eravark tho salcon passengers and take
them to Fire island, The trip was agala &
rough one, tut thers was more than tue ele-
ments to be mot, v

Governor Plower had been  congratulatoed
on his generosity in advancing the FH0,60
deposit necessacy to obtain the pronerty,
whose vaiue had advanced from $iH0,000 to
E210,000 since the cool season had set lo. Al
seemed ploin satling, A storm had bean
prewing, bowever, arouna Babylon aud 1slin
since the first rumor of [lire Islang peing
turned into n quuaranting statiou bad been
board,

Tue Babyloninus and thair near neighbors
eared not for the sufferings of their follow
counirymen and  women they did
not care 1if they died of cholera, starved
or were drowned, all they thovght of in theiw
craven hearts was the the toally limprobable

roposition  of their being nttucked
y  the pestilonce, owing to the
propinquity of a wvumber of Iadics,

gentlemen aod children, who never hnd chol-
era lu their midst, who had lLived for a fort-
night on board n plague-stricken ship with-
out being touched and who were retuening 1o
their own homes. Thes<e pceople not onuly in-
voked the arin of the Jaw but had sent an
armed mob 100 steong to drive them back to
the cholerasbip. Tos governor begced and
fmplored. Dr, Jonkins prayed that tha nas-
sengers be allowed to land, "elegram after
tologram was flashed over the wires assur-
fng the men of Islip and those of Babylon
that they ran no risks, They were obdurate.
They would not give in und the passengers
of the Normavnia are now, this Monday
pight, Iyiogin theinlat by r'ire island. The
passengers appointed a comwittee with Sep-
ntor McPherson ns ahalrman to coufer with
the mob, Tho latter refused to withdraw
tho injunction, uwua so far tonight, at Jeast,
they can eluim thie wvietory, a vietory guined
over 471 helpless women and ehildren and
equully upoending husbands,

Fire Islonders tn trepzlod Fear Prevent

Novmmnoln Passongers trom Landing.

Fing lspaxp, N, Y., Sept. 14, 3 p. m.—
Tuere have beon exciting scenes hore this
afternoon aod up to the presevt hour, owing
to demonstrations by 8)) to 400 paymon and
others, led by Supervisor A, W. Young and
ex-Surpervisor John H. Vail ol Islip town,
*who took possession of the docks armnd with
shotguns, oars and otbier Woapins snd twice
rosistes all attempts made to land passen-
gers from the Cepheus. At this hour the
Cepbous i anchored about 200 feet from the
dock. As the Cephous rapn alopgsidge the
dock the Arst time 100 voices shouted: “ You
can't land hera; go buck to New York'!
Othors shouted shreaws of throwlng them
pvarbouard if thoy stepped from the vdssel
outo the dock. A hawser was throws to a
post, to be Immediately thrown back. Five
policemon oo the Cepheus climbea to the
gunwalennd gotloned as though lo draw ro-
volverss, but went no furtber,

O, L. Wall, whomn Governor Flower au-
thorized Lo tuke charge of the hotel here,
who was also abourd the Copheus, asked tho
mob 1o listen to him, and then sald:
represont tho state of New York ond am
suthorized to luud nere and assume cnargo.’

Top erowd shouted ;. *“Show us your mu-
thorlty,™

to thereupon praduced a paper which he
bogan to rend, but could not muke himself
hoard. Many passongers, mostly  women,
nppealed to the crowd to allow them to land
but the unswars that came wore derisive
shouts,

Lawver Held and Supervisor Young in-
formed those aboard the steambont that Jus-
tico Baruand bhad graoted an lojunotion re-
sirainiog thom frowm Inading.

Recoguize po Authority but Themselves,

Tha Qephous was then bucked out and
torned. Wihile turning Dre. Voignt securea
& row boat 1o tuke him tothe steamer aLd he
pud gone Lall way when tie men rowing re-
fused W go farther and turned bavk. [lo
made Lwo other unsuccessful allsmpts 1o
roach tho steamer,

Thoe Cepheus again ran awlongside the dock,
bt @ sohd line of deolerunnvd baymen ro-
polled an attompt 1o land, M. Wall again
asseried his nuthority, bol when he stisted
thiat the suthority was from e Joukios, the
Realtti officer, the crowd jeored aod Suver-
wvisor Young shouted: “Wae dou't povowigo
Dr. Jenkins or Uovernor Flower's authority
Lere.t - »

W Lottle Colligk, who stood n the first row
of the passeugors that lined the decks ol the
Cepbeus, put out both hunds aod eoried:
‘ssuaome, shame! Do you really eall sour.
solves Amerieans! Shame!" And as the
plepiner nguin bavkeu from the douks the
Eagliab actress kissea her baud sud amiled

After the Ceplieus was snoliored s Bodt wias
lowered and U, L. Wall apd Captain Triv-
ple were rowed iu 1t Lo the dock, but ware vot
atlowed to step asbore. Mr. Wall said that
hoe desived to confor with the committes,
whoreupon several persans shiouted: “sSuper-
visor \'nu:f ropresonts us." "

“We think of our own women and obil-
dran firat, and  Iutend to proteet them at all
huazards,” roolied the suparvisor.
1 \.\'hl]() this conversation was going on Dr,
Voigot n;-pcnn:d on the aock and beegan teil-
e Mre. \Wall that he had oharge there, when
savera! bavmen crowided around him, shont-
mg: Phrow bim iuto the water,” “Drown
himn,” and would have probabiy carried out
thir threats but for reporters,  The boat re-
uirned to the Cepheus, whoro the dejoated
apirits wore being  kept up by band musio,
the band plaving “The Star Spasgiea Ban-
ner,'" “God Save the Queen” and “Yaukeo
Doodle,
‘I'hies boat eame off agalin, nowevar, aua Mr.
Wall uskod 1o bave provisions sent avonrd
the Cepbiens, Sowme in the crowd shoutud:
ALl right; let her have all the provisions
they want.,” DBut thoe grester number an-
swerad: *‘No, no; givothom nothing, Lot
them wo back to New York."
D, Volght had just stated that he was in-
formed Governor Flower had telegraphed
Snerif A, B, Linn of Suffolk county to
com® here with deputios una keap the state
property closr of itrudors anid protect the
Cepheus' passengers in  andiog. Many
threats were made of burning or cutting
down the dock if the passengeras began to
Inud, aud a numver of men procured axes
with whileh to cut away suffleient of the uock
near the hotel to provent persons reuwching
the latter,
I'he arrangemants 1o insure the careying
out of Goverdor Fiower's ovders nod pro-
tecung the hotel have besn lamentably in-
adequnte, If a force of twealy or tharty
policernen had been sent here by way of
Bubylon, they could have kept the mob off
the property and the passengers on the Ce-
pheus would by this time have beon located
1o thelr rooms at the hotel.
At 4:45 Lawyer Eugeno Fistiel of Babylon,
connsel to vhe Islip Board of Hoalth, reaecn-
ed hero with a copy of the injunction grant-
ed by Justice Baroard., His arrival was
procted with cheers from the crowd on the
dork. Kverviting is in readiness in the
notel for the eare of the 570 passangérs on
the Cepheus whoenever thay are lunded, A
enrlond of provisious has just urrived from
New York.

Another Appeal Tried,
As it was growlog aark, a small bont oame
from the direction of the steamer. It was
rowed by two policemen and in the stern
stood o gray-balred mau, tiobert M. Thomp-
sof, As the boat approuchod the lending,
the mob gitbersd throateninely, He sonid
that the men on the stewmer did not nsk to
lana., ‘he vouue women would vemain if
uecassary, but the old women, some ol them
grangmothers, and the chilaren, sulfering
not for comfort but for decent care, should
be allowed to land, 'I'ney wore to be re-
turnea to the steamer aflter o wight's rest
and one meoal,
Attoruey W. P. Reid answeored that if the
caplain of the steamer would come ashore
the people to whom he spoke would consider
tho request. Saying that he wouid attempt
to bring the capuaio back with him, Mr.
Thomp=on returned to the steamer,
It was gavk, excapt for the light of the
stiars, when tha bokl was seen coming back
to the lauding plice, When tue ooat bad
almost touched the Isodiog s tall, spare
figure wis svon standing In tho bow. It 1s
Senator MePharson of Naw Jorsev,” called
out Mr. ‘Lhompsan, who wns stll 1n the
slorn.

According to the above ravised statistics,
however, thers wore up to September b
10,424 casos nnd 4,000 deaths, The statisti-
enl bureaun roports for Septamber 11 give
4 cases and 175 deaths, of which took place
pravionsly 1% cases and sixty-five deatbs.
The police conveyed yesterdav 146 new cases
and seventy-four bvodies. This, comparoed
with the previous day, =hows a decrcase of
two cnses and anancrease of fAfteen bodies,

required,

of lnter dates. 1t is, bowever, noxt to im-
posesible to book auything unul near the end
of October, [or tha nast Lo or thres days
the steamboat oftices hava besn beselegd by
Awericans wno insist on peing told that
thereis no guarantine at Naw York on steam-
ers salling from Liverpool with stecrage pas-
pengers, and they seam much disturvoed when
they learn that it1s impossible o tell what
quarantine officlals may do boafors the oud of
& waeck, They arein o state of semi-panle,
brought about in a maijoritv of cnses by
alarming cablegrams from friends In New
York advising them for tho sake of all thav's
good and boly to remain heve ut all hozavas.
Iread hutl a dozen ol these messages Loday,
the gist of ail belog thesame:  **Donp’t come:
prolonged quarantine, misery ®nd danger
await you'" Truly not a wvery pleasant
windup (o & summoer’s tour, nirendy shorl-
oned by unnecessary and absolutely huaseless
Eurcpean scares, aud it wouid be well 1f
Amaricans haviog friends here wers to leave
them to follow their own inelinations and
use their own judgment ss to the aate of
their return,

The Puris edition of the Herald keeps them
fully informed of the state of affairs in New
York barbor and these piteous appails to
kosp out of harm's way morely nda to the
present by no means little confusion.

In London awong women ths chief in-
quiries ave as to the extent of baggage fumi-
gation indulged 1o by the health offlelals,

Cholers Microboes, Bronght trom Asla
and Kept lor the Parpose—

His After-Experivace.

Panis, Sopty 18 —[New York Herald Cable
—Speclal to Tur Ber.)— As the Heralil's sor-
respondent, and for the beactis of the medi-
cal profession in particular, and humanity
ot large. 1was yesterday looculated with
now anti-cholera virus which Pasteur con-
siders as groat a aiscovery as that which
mads his pame world-wite famous in con-
naction with rabies, Therefors, 1 havo a re-
moto pertioa of my body alive with hun-
drads, age, thousands of cholera microbes
which have bacn taken from the dead boules
uf cholora vietims in Salzou, Asia, where the
post is ever prosent in its most violent form,

1 went to the Pastear institute at 1l
o'clock in the morning, Dowastairs thoe
waiting rooms and big halls wora filled with
pronle, walting for tho anti-rables inoe-
ulation. It was a curious sight, such ns
conld searcely ba sesn elsewhera, People of
all nations wera there, many in their bright
national costumes, Upstairs, at tne rirst
door 1o the left and the sacond to tho rignt,
there is tho Iaboratory where Drs, Hollkino
and PPasteur have workoed vatiently for two
years, making the discovery which botn as-
gert coufidently will rid bumanity of the
dangers of ¢cholara.

Dr. Hoffkine comes forward—a tall, fair
young man, with a closaly trimmead benrd, &
long, thin face, larga grayish-brown eyes,
nigh, thoughtful forencad —and reads Pas-
teur's brisf note, asking him to vaccinate the
correspondent of the Horuld at once,

Dr. Holfkine left the laboratory and led
the way luto ag anteroom, where he settled
bimself at a small table covered with jars
full of tubes, glass pipezs, Bunsen burnsrs
and small medical glassas covered over with
filtoring papers, Taking up ono ol the tubas
e sud:
